Tunisia Takes 
Day to Mourn 
Bomb Victims 


United States Ready 
To Mediate; Italy in

TUNIS (da—T unisia observed 
a 
day of m ourning today for those 
killed by F rench bombing of a 
frontier village but pressure on 
French forces in the* North Afri­ 
can country eased. 
President H abib Bourguiba ap­ 
pealed to his people to rem ain 
calm to dem onstrate their m atu r­ 
ity as a nation. An all-day general 
strike was lim ited by the govern­ 
m ent to the four hours of lunch 
and Moslem sabbath prayer "in 
order not to dam age the national 
econom y." 
In P aris a French Foreign Min­ 
istry spokesm an announced plans 
for a com plaint to the U.N. Secu­ 
rity council to counter Tunisia’s 
charge that the French attack on 
Sakiet 
Sidi 
Y oussef 
constituted 
aggression. The French said they 
would charge repeated violations 
of the Algerian frontier by rebel 
forces sheltered in Tunisia. 
A Council m eeting on the Tunis­ 
ian com plaint is expected Mon­ 
day or Tuesday. 
The Tunisians 
claim ed most of the casualties in 
the 
French attack —A8 killed, 
10 
m issing and 84 wounded — w ere 
civilians. The F rench contend they

TUNIS ufi—Tunisia observed t 
day of mourning today for those 
killed by French bombing of a 
frontier village but pressure on 
French forces in the North Afri­ 
can country eased. 
President Habib Bourguiba ap­ 
pealed to his people to rem ain 
calm to dem onstrate their m atur­ 
ity as a nation. An all-day general 
strike was limited by the govern­ 
ment to the four houri* of lunch 
and Moslem sabbath prayer “ in 
order not to dam age the national 
economy.” 
In Paris a French Foreign Min­

The French said they 
would churge repeated violations 
of the Algerian frontier by rebel 
forces sheltered in Tunisia.

Writing in the Journal of the American Medical Associa­ 
tion, Milton Golin says: “Today, medicine and religion are 
drawing together more closely than ever before. No longer, 
as occasionally in the past, do the doctor and the clergyman 
find themselves in competitive roles. Instead the men in 
white an*! the men in black, aware of a relationship between 
faith and health, are joining forces in mutual concern for 
the ‘whole’ patient.” 
A large proj>ortion of American hospitals now either have 
religious affiliations or provide in other ways for minister­ 
ing to the spiritual needs of patients. And one leading med­ 
ical center has gone »o far as to institute a program under 
which ministerial students from theological schools are giv­ 
en training— and medical students are offered courses in 
religion. 
Modern medicine recognizes that faith is a medicine 
sometimes the most effective of medicines. It is Decennary 
to the well-being of us all. As one of the greatest of physi­ 
cians, the late Sir William Osier, said: “Nothing in life is 
more wonderful than faith— the one greal moving force we 
can neither weigh in the balance nor test in the crucible.”

been expressed

some circles 
over the activities of a few Ari­ 
zona farm ers who decided t h e y 
wanted a bridge across the Colo­ 
rado between Blythe 
and Yuma 
and went ahead and buiit it, dis­ 
pensing with the usual specifica­ 
tions of the Los Angeles District 
Corps of Engineers. 
The farm ers had a need for the 
bridge, it is true; they wanted i t 
to carry their crops to a gin and 
railhead on the California a i d e 
of the river. And the bridge h a s 
proved an economic success; it is 
or was, carrying about 5.000 to 8- 
000 vehicles a month at the rate of 
one dollar for cars and two dollars 
for trucks 
Probably the farm ers felt some 
pride in going ahead and getting 
things done and perhaps they felt 
they saved themselves a lot o t 
time, trouble and expense In b y- 
passing the various governmental 
agencies, particularly the Corps. 
of Engineers, who have the say in 
such matters. 
Understandably 
the 
Corps o f 
Engineers is upset by the'situation 
F irst and most important, 
t h e 
bridge does not allow proper navi­ 
gation of the river. 
However laudable the initiative 
of the farm ers might be, a confus­ 
ing and dangerous situation would 
be likely to develop pretty soon i f 
people could build bridges when­ 
ever and however and wherever 
they wanted to.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — A proud old 
man with a great record of serv­ 
ing the United States and with no 
children of hi* own is one of the 
factors behind the abortive frus­ 
tration of the Congressional Com­ 
mittee supposed to probe govern­ 
mental agencies, but which of late 
has concentrated on investigating 
its own eager-beaver ex-Counsel, 
Dr. Bernard Schwartz. 


The old man is Speaker Sam 
Rayburn of Texas, who loves his 
two nephews as his own sons. 
One 
nephew 
is 
Commissioner 
Robert Bartley, whose nam# has 
cropped up in the probe of the 
Federal Communications Commis 
sion. The other is Tom Rayburn, 
who work* for the General Serv­ 
ices Administration. 
Th# first nephew is the son of 
Sam’s sister and hostess, Mrs. S. 
E. Bartley, who is extremely clos# 
to the speaker. When the speaker 
got Bartley a job with the Fed­ 
eral 
Communications 
Commis­ 
sion, he gave him a fatherly lec­ 
ture on upholding the public in­ 
terest. Admonished him to serve 
the people, never 
dishonor 
th# 
family name. 
Speaker 
Rayburn 
himself has 
a great record, to which this col­ 
umn has frequently paid tribute. 
He was author of the bill which 
gave birth to the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission. He also 
authored most of the independent 
agencies in Washington. Sam has 
probably 
nerved 
the 
American 
people more constructively than 
any other man now in Washing 
ton, He has a record to br proud 
of and he wanted his nephews to 
live un to the name 
How th# Pr«*h# Marted 
In fact, it was Sam ’s nephew. 
Commissioner Bartley, who real­ 
ly insured the present investiga­ 
tion which his uncle has recently 
been trying to soft-pedal. Bartley, 
sitting as he did on the Inside cf 
the FCC. saw the White House 
pull 'sires to influence the dispos­ 
al of priceless TV licence* to bin 
corporation*, 
hie 
m a g a z i n e 
chain*, 
big 
new Planer-, 
and to 
Ambassador Jock Whttnc* in L«*o 
don. who now control* th# New 


York Herald Tribune. Bartley, re­ 
bellious at this wire-pulling and 
concentration of power, took these 
facts to his uncle, the speaker. 
The speaker in turn made an 
impassioned plea to the House of 
Representatives to vote $250,000 
agencies. 
Today, however, the investiga­ 
tion which Sam started has back­ 
fired and he has been trying to 
divert it to other channels. For 
in the expense accounts which Dr 
Schwartz found, there was around 
$200 na id to Sam ’s nephew by the 
radio-TV industry foe travel ex­ 
penses. 
Actually this was chicken feed 
compared with the wining and din­ 
ing of other 
commissioners 
by 
TV station owners. Bartley went 
to a couple of meetings of th# 
association of radio and TV broad 
casters, expenses paid. but he did 
not bask in the British Bahamas 
as the guest of a TV station own­ 
er for six days, or ride around 
in the owner'* privat# planes, a* 
did Chairman John Doerfer. 
Actually, Commissioner Bartley 
has an excellent record. In case

dissented

the other commissioners, 
has voted against awarding TV li­ 
censes to big business and big 
magazine Dub,;shers. His record 
is on# which does justice to the 
Rayburn name.

His nephew, Commis­ 
sioner Bartley, would 
have 
re­ 
ceived caic of the letters. 
The Speaker summoned Harria 
and Moulder to his private sanc­ 
tum off the House floor. His bald 
dom# looked as if it had been 
overexposed to the Texas sun. It 
was red with fury. In blistering 
tones, he told the two chairmen 
he was tired of the way their 
committee was searching for “ fly­ 
specks." 
What he meant by "flyspecks," 
Rayburn made clear, was the mis­ 
conduct of the individual commis­ 
sioner*. He wanted neither sub­ 
poenas nor lefter* 
sent 
to 
the 
commissioners. As a result, the 
Investigators were 
barred 
from 
searching the 
records 
of 
FCC 
commissioners 
whose 
conduct, 
Comptroller 
General 
J o s e p h 
Campbell has testified, appears to 
be a violation of the law. 
Earlier, Rayburn also stopped 
the committee from releasing a 
confidential staff memo detailing 
the charge* against the commis­ 
sioners,

the New York Time*, the com­ 
mittee held a closed-door meet­ 
ing to decide whe’h rr to release 
it to all the press.
